ONLY SAFEGUARD 


Dr. William Saunders, huperin- 
tendent of Experimental Farms, 
Gives' Warning 


——_— i 


“f think it would be safest to ex- 
pect a crop considerably below the 
average,” said Dr. Wm. Saunders, 
superintendent of experimental farms, 
who is a visitor in the city accom- 
panied by Mr. W. ‘I. Macoun, horti- 
culturalist for the Dominion experi- 
mental farm at Ottawa. Dr, Saun- 
ders is making his annual inspection 
tour, 

Dr. Saunders did not feel that he 
was in a position to make any posi- 
tive statement as to the yield this 
year in the country through which 
he passed, with the exception of the 
places at which he stopped. Dr.Saund- 
ers said that he was disappointed 
with Saskatchewan. 

“After we entered Alberta things 
began to show.an improvement,” he 
said. “While the grain was short in 
places, the crops were more in the 
neighbourhood ;of the average, espec- 
ially the wheat.” 

Cultivation of Land Pays. 

Dr. Saunders pointed out the value 
of proper cultivation and the bene- 
fits to be derived from the following 
of proper methods. — 

“Where the land was well culti- 
vated, and farmers were careful, the 
crops were good,  nothwithstanding 
the poor weather conditions, while 
those growing under equal weather 
conditions and not properly cared for, 
are poor. : 

Mr. W.-T. Macoun, who accom- 
panies. Dr. Saunders, and who is a 
son of Professor John Macoun, Dom- 
inion botanist, will'in the future re- 
lieve Dr. Saundérs of the horticultural 
work in connection with experimen- 
tal-farms, the latter finding that the 
increasing work in the experimental 
farms. too arduous. Dr. Saunders 
will, on the 24th of October next, 
have completed 24 years service in 
experimental farm supervision. 

Mr. Macoun stated that from. the 
impression the had received from the 
trees growing: here that the climate 
must be the most moderate compared 
with that-of the other vlaces he has 
visited.

THREE KILLED BY 
ELECTRIC SHOCK 


Men Were Working in Concrete 
Pipe, When Insulation Was 
Torn Off Wire 


Miagara Faille, Ont, Aug. .—~-A fatal 
accident occurred here yesterday by 
iNvoert Collett and George 
Bruce of stds city and Vaccisk Me- 
Laughlin of Niagara Falls, N. Y., lost 
their lives while at work in the, new 
conerete pipe line of the Ontario pow- 
er company. ‘ogether with. a score 
of other workmen the three victims 
of the accident were engaged in re- 
moving the iron forms used to brace 
the falls of the re-inforced concrete 
pipe when under construction, a form 
about 300 feet from the lower end of 
the pipe was being removed when it 
came in contact with the electric wires 
running through the pipe to supply 
the incandescent lights. A smail por- 
tion of insulation was torn off, the 
men removing the brace ‘being hurled 
away as though shot from a gatling 
gun. iH[alf‘a score received a shock and 
three’ were killed. There was only a 
voltage of 110 passing through the 
wires, but.the damp conerete of the 
pipe in which the men were standing 
made the shock sufficient to cause 
death.

It is easy to speculate plausibly. if 
unconvincingly, as to the way in which 
the flying machine, both airship and 
acroplane, will effect our life, says the 
London Dail News. It is possible to 
doubt whether they will radically af- 
fect the distribution of military and 
political power. They will become a 
particularly fiendish addition to the 
armament of war, but there is nothing 
in the nature of a monopoly. or at 
least, of a permanent monopoly, in the 
apparatus of flving, so that while the 
counters of power alter their character 
the proportions may remain the same. 
In fact, we see no good reason why 
on the anilitary side the airship and 
the acroplane! should be more mo- 
mentous than the ironclad was. Again 
on the civil side the flying machine 
would seem destined to have only a 
limited reaction. It’ is casy cnough 
to sec that it may, like the motor, 
though probably in a lesser degree, 
add to the miseries as also to the lux- 
uries of life;) but that. it will effect 
any greater revolution than the motor 
has done may well be questioned.

Measles has continued to be pre- 
valent but is now gradually subsiding. 
The city fortunately is now remark- 
ably free from typhoid fever, only 3 
of the six cases reported having con- 
tracted the disease within the'city as 
far as can be learned, 

Summer complaint of dysentery 
though not an infections disease has 
been very prevalent during the last 
month, and many deaths among chil- 
dren have occurred. It is difficult to 
state any specilic cause for:this affec- 
tion which appears to be inseparable, 
from warm weather, but’ several fac- 
tors no doubt are responsible, chiefly 
want of proper care in keeping milk 
cool and free from contamination af- 
ter delivery, failure to restrict. the 
diet in quantity and quality when the 
hot weather comes on and chilling of 
the body duc to sudden changes. of 
temperature. The filtration of the 
city water supply to which some have 
attributed the affection does not ap- 
pear to be a factor, as the amount 
of coagulant used is quite insufficient 
to have any effect. Moreover theaf- 
fection would be much more prevalent 
than it is if the city water supply had 
anything to do with it. 

During the Jast month the new 
Dairy Inspector has inspected the 
dairies and private cows and his state- 
ments are worthy of consideration as 
follows in his report: 

“Sir: : 

ST have in_addition to inspecting all 
the dairy farms that are at present 
supplying the city during the month, 
attémpted the inspection of a large 
nuniber of the individual cows in the 
city. This is, at least during the 
present season, a very difficult matter 
as all-inspections .have to be done 
before 7 a.m. During this inspection 
I have come across quite a number of 
cows whose owners have no permits, 
contrary to By-law 182. I instructed 
nine to take out permits, most of 
whom have done so. The sanitary 
conditions under which a very Jarge 
percentage of these individual cows 


Hardly one of the sheds or barns 
have every had a coat of whitewash 
since they were built. One finds cows 
standing in horse barns where there 
may be six to twelve horses, cows 
standing in dirty individual barns and 
cows standing tied toa bush, the 
same bush and the same DE 
spot each night. 


each keeping three cows with only 
permits for two. I would strongly 
recommend that the same conditions 
which are imposed upon dairymen be 
imposed upon cach individual) who 
in the city sells milk and in addition to 
this, that these cows-be tagged in 
some manner to facilitate inspection 
and to prove’ identity.

Some Heavy Bridge Building Go- 
ing on in Province at 
Present 


Arrangements for the construction_of 
the sub-structure of the high-level 
bridge will be made on the arrival of 
the representative of John Gunn and 
Co., the Winnipeg firm which secur- 
ed) the contract for the work. It 
is quite possible that Mr. Ernest Gunn 
son of the senior member of the 
firm will have charge of the contract. 
and that he is capable can be vouched 
for by the fact that he has  super- 
vised some of the lagest concrete 
works in the west. The Pembina 
Bridge was one of them, 

On account-of the immensity of the 
work, a large plant will be necessary, 
and Gunn and Sons will bring. their 
largest to Edmonton, and it is quite 
possible that additions willl have to 
A large part of the plant 
is now at Lac du Bonnet. 

Construct Land Piers First. 

The construction of the land piers 
and pedestals will be the first por- 
tion of the work to occupy the at- 
tention of the contractors, and then 
in the fall, when the river is at a 
low level, the construction of the 
river piers will be proceeded with. 

All the preliminary enginecring 
work was completed some time ago, 
while the grading of the C.P.R. line 
through Strathcona to the bridge, 
which will facilitaate the handling 
of material, has also been completed. 

Whe sleeping houses and engineer's 
residences will be constructed on the 
Kdmonton side of the river. 

Edmonton is not the only place 
where bridge building activity can be 
found. On the main line of the G.T.P 
in the vicinity of the mountains, rath- 
er heavy bridge construction is’ go- 
ing on. The Canadian Bridge Com- 
pany of Walkerwille, Ontario, have 
the contracts for most of this work. 
This company is placing the steel 
bridge across the Wolf Creek can- 


yon, and also the one across Pariric 
Creek. They are also building two 
bridges across the Athabasca River. 
It is quite likely that the Canadian 
Bridge Company will construct the 
steel work of the high-level bridge 
here. 


The Day in Strathcona 


Mr. Farren, the engineer in charge 
of the survey of the high level bridge 
says that everything is ready for the 


contractors. 

“We have completed the work ‘of 
running ‘the centre lines of the ‘bridge, 
and there is enough work laid out for 
the contractors for the foundation to 
keep them busy-for six months. There 
is no reason for delay with the work 
wow and it is to the interests of tue 
railroad company that it is carried for- 
ward with all possible speed. 


J..W. Tipton and G. EF. Austin have 
just returned from a 250-mile trip 
down the Saskatchewan during which 
they saw the country and were able 
to do some fishing.

GATHERING HAY 


Farmers Realize Crops Not So Good 
as Formerly and Lay up Store 
of Fodder 


There is a rush on hay permits at 
the land office this week. Mr. Mac- 
kenzie said that there was an extro- 
ordinary number of men coming in for 
thein although they were mostly sec- 
ond permits. This means that a per- 
mit of a certain number of tons of 
hay is issued and afterwards if any 
other man wishes a permit he can 
have one fora certain number of tons 
but he must not start cutnitg until 
the holder of the first permit has had 
ten days clear start. 

The reason, says Mr. Mackenzie, for 
this rush is that the people are begin- 
ning to understand that the crops 
will not be as good as expected and 
so are endeavoring to get as much hay 
as possible before it is too late. The 
permits are mostly being issued for 
the country south and east of the city 
both for slough and upland hay.
